Tar docision rendered by a majority of the
Qourt of Common Pleas on Saturday, on the
pontestod election cases, is a document of
intorest and importance, In the fall of
1868 the Demoeracy of Philadelphia organizod
and porpotrated the most gigantic election
frands ever attempied im this city. Rendered
desperate by repeated defeats on the one
band, and encouraged and emboldened by the
aid roccived through Andrew Johnson's
greachery and the active assistance of the
whisky ring on the other, they made the most
dosperate and villainous efforts known in
one political annals to nohieve at onso city,
State, and national sscendancy. At the ont-
got they began by creating yoters out of
powly arrived emigrants withont the slightest
-yogard to the roquirements of the law, and
without aven a serious effort to prove ina
patisfactory manner that the necessary con-
ditions of ocitizenship had been fulfilled. Tt
is known that forged naturalization papers
wore in circulation, that men wera suborned
to swear to the continued residence of emi-
grants with whow they werse totally unac.
quainted, and that  the Supremo
Qourt issued six thousand cortificates
of citizenship in a period so brief that a
proper investigation of the questions in-
volved waa totally impossible.  As all diffienl-
ties arising from length of residence were
praotically surmouunted either by porjury,
forgery, or the neglectful mauner in which
paturalization papers were issuned, il can
pearcoly be doubted that the Democratic city
gicket received from this source alone mors
votes te which i was not in justice entiiled
than its entire majority. And yet, the main
defenco of the respondenis to the charges
basaed on the innumerable frauds of other
desoriptions is that they were not permitted
in all instances to reap the full benefits of the
false naturalization branch of their iniqui-
tous campaign ! Unfortunately, it was not in
the power of the Court of Common Pleas to
inquire into the validity of the naturalization
papers which bad been so hastily and, in
many instances, improperly granted, but it
very wisely and justly disregarded the demand
of the respondents that the vote of certain
Republican divisions shonld be thrown ont
on account of the rejection of these tainted
cortificates, i
It was not merely by men in buckram of
foreign birth that the Democratic leaders
proposed to defeat the will of a majority of
the bona fide citizens of Philadelphia, Gangs
of personators were organized from pmong
our own Democratic desperadoes and their
kindred of other cities, and they voted at not
only one but a series of polls under Demo.
cratic management, and in some divisions
they voted not only once bhut on repeated oc-
casions. It is a pait of the judicial history of |
the election that not only this glaring species
of fraud, but nearly every other conceivable |
desoription of partisan rascality, was con- |
nived at and enconraged by the Dewooratic
election officers of certain divisions. Thoy
had evidently been selected in consequence of |
their known skill and unscrupulonsness in
aiding and abetting frauds on behalf of thei
party, and setting out with the determination
to yield full compliance with the behests of
their fellow-partisans, they disvegardad all the
essential requirements of the law, and wdmit-
ted every vote offered for the Democratic
ticket, without reference to its legality, For
abuses of this description, which had been |
growing worse and worse in certuin divisions
for a series of years, there could be no other
remedy than that applied by the majority of |
the court, of throwing out the entire vote. |

Tue case of Assistant Surgeon Charles T
Gireen has excitod much attention all ovor tha
conntry, and, with the exo eption of the Wahe
ington (Mronicle and the New York ZVmes,
there has been bat one opinion expressed
wits regard to it by the press. Mr. Groen
was f{ound guilty Ly a naval court-markial,
and sentoneed to n severe nnd degrading pun-
ishment for declining to declare a siok man
to bo well at the bidding of his commanding
officer. The injustios of this wentence was
practically acknowledged by the Secretary of
the Navy, who remitled the penalties im-
posed, and contented himself with adminis-
tering n mild rebuke to the offender. It will
readily be seen that Mr. Green was placed
in n very peculint dilemma. If he re.
fused to obey the order of his commander
in this matter he was certain of but one
thing—na court-martial and n degrading sen-
tence, If he had obeyed, and the man who
was under his medieal care had died, exaotly

It shows conclusively thal theia is an urgent
necessily that Congress shonld take in hand
the whole subject of naval management, and
in an impartinl and jndicial spirit define with
as much exaciness as possible the limitation
of each officer’s rights, privileges, and duties.
Matters certainly can be rvegulated so that
there need be no clashing of anthority, as
there always will be under the present loose
system, that leaves nearly everything
to the discvetion of the line offi-
cers, Il absolntely necessary  that
the medieal and engineer corps of the navy
shall be filled with competent men, and if
competent men are expected to enter
them they wmust be protected, whether
the graduates the Naval Academy
like it or not. As mntters now arve, thers is
no induacement for educnted surgeons and
engineers to enter the service; and the best
men in all the brafiches of the sta® are so
thoroughly disgusted with their present
status, that they leave the navy whenever
they have an opportunity to do so, and there
are no persons of first-rate ability to step in
and take their places. The examinations that
surgeons and engineers have to pass ave very
severe, as they ought to be, for it is not desi-
vable that any but first-rate men should be
admitted into the service, The rale of pay,
of itself, however, is not suflicient to tenpt
men into any the ataff

| Joseph Ritner, Ex<tievernor of Pennsyivanin,

Jogeph Ritner, the vencrable ex-tovernor of
this Commonwenlth, died on Saturday, at the resis
He was bora near the
olty of Jteading, in BHerks couuly, on the 25th of
March, 1780, and was therefore in bis ninetleth year
at the time of his death. He belonged to one of the
old Duteh familles of the State, and was a troe type
of bis curious class, lacking depth and brilliancy,
but endowed with earncstness and  solldity of
character, Six months” inatruction in & private
gohool of rather mean pretensions comprised all the
education that he recelved in his youth, When a
mere lad he removed from Berks to Comberiand
connty, where he hired bimsell out to n farmer,
remuining in this humble pogition uutil the time of
his marriage, at the age of Lwenly. A few years
nfter he agoin migrated, removing to Westinoreland
county, and finally to Washiinglon oounty, In the
western part of the State,

Not anill he was well advanced in years dbd he
enter apon his political career, In 1580 he was
eleated to the lower house ol e State Legislutore
a8 o Whig, serving n thal body during seven cons-
secutive yoars, aud acting as Speaker of Lthe House
during the leat two years of his term, [He used o
tell an ancedote conceruing his early politignl ex
perience whitch gives o filr Ingight into hig char-

His connection with the
soti-Masonic movement was the gource of much
hogtllity to him doring each of his candidacles, and
witdmately lod to hils defeat in 1888, when he was a
candidate for re-clection. Bat (¢ served to rally
around him & formidable party (o the Stute at a timo
when I was morally imposaibie to make a success-
fal stnnd ugainat the overwhelming tide of Demo-
cracy on the ordinary political lasnes.

His fret pomination for the Governorship was re-
celved in 1899, with opposition to Masonry ad the
most prominent plank in s platform. Thrae years
belore, Governor Schulze had  been elected
hy an almost nnanimous vote, ANOW-
how complete waa the  demorall-
zation of the oppositon. Ritner recelved nearly
Ofty-two thousand votes, but George Wolf, his Demo-
cratle oppopent, had o mojority of over twenty-six
thoutauud, In 1832 he again became the anti-Masonic
candidate for Governor, receiving 85,165 votes, while
Wolf, who wad a candiudate for re-clection, had 01,385
votes, anid A majority of 8170, The stréngth of the
Aanti-Masonic movement at this time 18 shown by the
fact that, while Andrew Jackson the same year re-

| celved almost p8 many votes as Wolf, his three ocom-

pedtors fer the Presldency were abie to rally bat
Bixtyv-8iX thousand of the voters of Penusylvanin
around them. The Demoeracy, however, falled to
profit by the leason which the closeness of the vote on
the Governorahip shonld have taught them, and in
1848 there was a split in their ranks.

for Muhblenberg, 40,556, Although Ritner's vote was
aver twelve thousund legs than the combined vote
of his two opponents, he becane Governor by virtue
of lus plurality of twenty-eight thousand,

Among the first of the noticeable aotlons which
digtinguished his administration was the noble stand
taken by him on the slavery qneation. At that time
the sinve oligarchy of the South wielded supreme
power throughout the country, and [t was quite ay
unisnle to avow sentiments in opposition to “the pe-
vulinr institution" in the free State of Pennsylvania
a8 in uny of the slave marts of the South, Buat the
sturdy Duteh Governor of the State was beyond the
reach of fear, nud in his message to the Legislature,
in 1586, avowed his purposs te “bemd the Knee no
longer to Baal,” Whittler commemorated this frst
nflicinl protest against the inlquity of slavery o one
of tho most earnest of his antl-slavery posms, com-
mencing with the following stanze:—

*“Thank God for the tokon!—one lip is still froe -

One spirit untrammelled -uuliending one knee!

Like the oak of themountain, deep rooted and i

Froot, when tho multitude bonds to the storta;

When traitors to Frosdom, snod Hooor, and Gaed,

Ao bowed at an Idol polluted with bleod ;

When tho recreant North has forgotten hor trust,

And the lip of her honor is low in the dost, -

Thank God, that one arm from the shackle has broken!

Thank God, that ane man, as o 7reeman, has spoken!™

Thaddeus Stevens was universally regarded as the
keeper of the Gubernatorial consclence of Rituer,
and donbtiess inspired, even if he did not write, the
message ; but it required no small amount of cournge
and conviction to assume the respousibility for these
neble words, and to thut merit, at least, Ritner has
unguestionable clatm.,

The great United Stated Bank qnestion also
flgurcd prominently daring his term of office, Presl-
dent Jackson huving vetoed the bill extending the
charter of this nstitution, the Leglslature of "enn-
sylvunia, [n 1886, granted a charter under which the
bank continued 18 operations until its inal snspen-
glon In Ogtober, 1580, When Governor Ritner signed
he charter granted by the Legislature, his political
opponents united in charging him with having ac-
copted a bribe for 80 doing. 1s caruest deyotion to
the cause of popular education wus the gecasion
of this charge. Although he had himsell
enjoyed none of the beneits of a liberal
educktion, he became thoronghly coll-
vipeed of its utility, and contributed as much
ns any other man to the flnal success of the school
pyatem of the State. 'When the bill rechartering the
bank was presented to him for approval, he professed
to be opposed to the peliey of the measure, hut finally
consented to allx hig signatare on condition that
“Nick Blddle's Bank" should pay o large bonus to
the State, to be spproprintei to the ereotion of
gohool bouses under the then new school law, The
bonus was pald, and the bill was gigned, but whether
the Governor aotunily mecepted a bribe must remain
in doubt, although It 18 Kpown that an sttempt fo
Infivence him (0 this mannoer was contempinted,

Ritper's term of office wonld have expired in
December, 1888, but the new sonstitution extended
it to January, 1580, At the electlon of 1839, he was,
for the fourth time, the antl-Masonic candidate for
Governor, but his opposition to Masonry insured his
defeat by David IL Porter, whose majority, however,
wis but 5400. The contest was very bitter, aud from
Philladelphia connty two seis of candldates clulmed
election to the lower house of the Logisiature. Gov-
ernor Ritner also professeéd to believe that by the
frauds fhere perpetrateéd he had bLeen cheated
out of the sucoession. From this bellef
urose the famous *Buckshot War,” one of the most
carious and exciting episodes o the history of this
State, The opponents of the Governor belleved that
AN attempt would be made to resist the Inauguration
of his successor by force, and thar Ritner intended
to continue in the exercige of the duties of the ollice
nnutil an mvestigntion conld be wade into the al-
leged frauds. To this some color was given by an
address (ssued soon after the election by Thomas
H, Burrows, Chairman of the State Com-
mittee, in which he advised the frienda of Governor
Hitner, untll an investigation had been made, to
treat the result as if they had nok been defeated,
This brought a mob 1o the Capital, and the Senate
Chumber wns taken possesston of by theé maltitade
on the duy whion the Senste organized. The other
braneh of the Loglsisture was divided into two
factlons, cach rogularly organized and clpiming
recoguition from the Senate and the Governor.
